A Daaf Ear Turned to Colored Mur> 


der.r't P>l«a For Ufo—lurnlng of 
the Negro Wltneeeod by Fully Flvo 
Thousand People — Wronged Hus- 


, band Think* ho Did Right. 


Maysvillc, Ky., Dec. 7.—Dick Cole- 


man, the negro murderer of Mrs. Lash- 
brook, was taken from tbe officere by a 
mob of 1,000 men \Vedneaday and burn- 
ed at the stake. 


The mob, led by the husband of the 


negro's \ictim, dragged the shrieking1 
criminal through the principal streets 
of the town, bound him to a small tree. 
»f>t fire to the brush and stood guard 
until he was dead. 


Coleman arrived under a special 


guard of deputies sworn in by the 
Sheriff, including: Detective Fitzgerald, 
Constable Dawson, Chief of Police 
"Donovan, all the police force and t\vo 
deputy sheriffs. 


When they arrived at the court-house 


they were met by a mob of fully 1,000 
people, headed by James I*a.shbrook, 
the husband of the murdered woman. 


The officers were compelled to de- 


liver their prisoner, and the mob went 
Immediately up Second -street through 
the Central portion of the city, follow- 
ed by fully five thousand of the citi- 
zens of the town and county. 


No attempt at disguise wan made by 


the members of the mob. They work- 
ed In grim silence, scarcely a word 
l» int; spoken beyond the curt com- 
mands of their leaders. 


A dozen men dragged Coleman from 


the grasp of his jyuards, and, throw- 
Ins a ropf over his head, dragged him 
through the streets. The wretch shriek- 
ed constantly for mercy, pleading for 
his life at every stop. 


The mol> carried Coleman to a small 


hollow near the i.xilroad, wheie they 
bound him tightly to a young sapling. 
Then they heaped a huge pile of brush- 
wood nnd timber about him and fired 
tli< 
v stack, while he continued his ci lea 


for help 


Some one cut out his eyes, and in a 


moment his head rolled around and he 
was believed to be dead. A dozen 
ton-lies were applied fihnullaneoiiHlv 
and hu^'1 tongues of flame swept up 
and around the senseless body 


As (ho rtamfs burst forth the 1m- 


miMj^e crowd broke into cheers, which 
continued as lonar as «he flrc burned. 
Ttefore the masting began Coleman was 
ulmosl dead. 


The rope had torn nnd lacerated his 


neck am! his face was terribly beaten 
UP 


Before Coleman was burned blue vit- 


riol and eayenne pepper \\ere tbroun 
Inlo his eye1- and his face was smashed 
in wilh it (.'hunk of wood.

WASHIBGTON, Dec. 7. —Senator Chand 


ler introduced a bill ia congress tod»y 
providing for systematic athletic exer- 
cies at the West Point military academy 
and the Annapolis naval, academy. Its 
itle sees foith its object, which is to 
ncrease the efficiency wof both schools 
ad qualify American youth for actual j 
military service by more extensive prac- 
ical training. A special course is to 
be established io golf, bicycling, foot 
ball and base ball. The bill provides 
also for annual athletic contests be- 
tween the two schools, to take place at 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Richmond, Atlanta, New Orleans, Oma- 
ha and Ban Francisco, when suitable 
prizes shall be offered.

nate.

Was finally R'.tn Drwrt. 


Three months ago tho editor of Th« 


Ladies' Home Journal concluded that 
his readers would doubtless be glad to 
read a fresh article by the author of 
"In His Steps." and hn wrote to the 
Rev. Charles M.-Sheldon soliciting a 
contribution.

Bok returned from abroad, and calling 
one of his editors directed him to see 
Mr. Sheldon, at Topeka if he was 
there, or wherever he might be. Upon 
reaching St. Louis tho editor located 
Mr. Sheldon ajt Buftalo, and later 
learned that he had gone to Detroit. 
Starting at once for that pluce the edi- 
tor learned at Chicago the minister 
had just left Detroit to rejoin his fam- 
ily at a summer resort in Upper Michi- 
gan. By more telegraphing, Mr. Shel- 
don's family was finally lerated at Old 
Mission, a most inaccssiblp summer 
resort on Travers Bay, and by the first 
northbound steamer the editor hur- 
ried on his journey. A voyare of a day 
and a night brought him to the place 
where he had hoped to intercept the 
minister, but failing to do so he em- 
barked in a small boat t^r a day's 
sail toward his destination. 
At the 


nearest landing he pressed a farmer's 
team into service and drove through 
an almost blinding sandstorm along 
the bay shore—seemingly 
Lalf-way 


across the peninsular—rear-lung Old 
Mission a few minutes before the ar- 
rival of the minister. This was too 
much for Mr. Sheldon. Th3 fight was 
won, 
and in the November Issue of 


The Ladies' Home Joumal the article 
appears. It occupies baroly a pf-ge, and 
the venture cost the magazine several 
hundreds of dollars for traveling ex- 
penses alone. But the av title contains 
Mr. Sheldon's first words s'nce hia 
"[n His Steps" has become famous. 
It answers the question which every 
one asks after reading the Look- "la 
this theory practical?' and answers 
it forcibly. And the magazine is con 
tent. 


Story of Stevenson.

This sent him immediately, 
in an instant collapse of courage, un- 
der a bed, and then terror seized him. 
He imagined himself pounced upon 
charged with robbery, inarched home 
with gyves upon his wrists, and arriv- 
ing just as the family were assembling 
to attend evening services. He burst 
out crying and could not stop, and hia 
sobs echoed in the empty house. 


He crept out where he had crept in, 


having donu no harm to anything ex- 
cept his little tender Scottish con- 
science. But the spirit of adventure 
was native 1.0 him, as exemplified in 
the story, and also a sort of solitude 
as ot a boy obliged to play by hiraseli 
for want of other pirates and burglars 
to combine with.

Backing Up. 


Not all of the drivers skill is do- 


voted to drivi'/g ahead; it takes a 
good driver to be able to back up in 
good shape. Not every driver, by 
any means, can halt and then back 
up to a curbstone and hit It square 
and true with both wheels the first 
clip. That is something that requires 
more skill than might be imagined by 
one who had never tried it. 


But in backing up on the level if 
a man fails to hit the curb exactly the 
first time, he can manoeuvre until he 
does. There are peaces where skill 
must be exercised and where a level j 
head is called for, too. For instance, 
in backing up, or rather, backing ' 
down, into an excavation, on the in- ! 
clmed causeway left for that purpose. 
The excavation is begun at the rear 
of the lot, and the earth forming the 
causeway, running up to the level of 
the street at the front, is left until the 
last. In the later stages of the ex- 
cavating the causeway is left just 
wide enough at the top for the carts 
or wagons to move on, and its sides 
slope down precipitously. The driver 
who backs down on one of these nar- 
rou cellar causeways, simply must hit 
it right.

do Some Hard Fighting. 


IN A FOUR-HOUR BATTLE. 


They SueoMd In Putting to Flight V 


000 Native* at Vigan—The Enemy 
Leavee Thirty-Five Dead on Battle- 
Held—Gunboat Wheeling Takee Men 
to Reinforce Americans. 


Manila, Dec. 7.—Advices have JuBt 


reached here utating that on the night 
of Dec. 4. 1.000 Filipinos attacked 200 
rnon under Major Cronin and Lieut.- 
Col. Parker at Vigfcn. 


The fighting was desperate at very 


close range. The Americans had eight 
killed and three wounded. The enemy 
escaped to the mountain pass, leav- 
ing thirty-five dead and several wound- 
ed on tlie field In "addition to a quan- 
tity of arms. 


The gunboat Wheeling has taken 150 


men, the 3d Cavalry from San Fabian 
to reinforce Cronin and Parker. 


Long Despatch From Gen. Otis. 


Washington, Dec. 7.—Gen. Otis has 


cabled to the Secretary of War a long 
dispatch with reference to recent oper- 
ations of the troops In northern Lyzon 
and an account of the night attack on 
Vigan which resulted in the defeat of 
the invading insurgents. Gen. Otis re- 
marks that Gen. Young has not been 
heard from since Nov. 29, but he thinks 
that he must be in the vicinity of Vi- 
gan with a large force. Gen. Otis, un- 
der date of Dec. 6, says: 


"General Young with thirteen com- 


panies Infantry and nine troops cavalry 
not hoard from since 29th ultimo. He 
was then about twenty miles south Vi- 
gan and most of troops marching to his 
eupport, but thpn h«d with him three 
troops cavalry, battalion 33d Infantry 
and MacubebR scouts. Olio company 
of 33d Infantry sent by boat to Visan 
to reinforce navy there; Lieut -Colonel 
Parker, Oth, reports from Vigan Dth 
instant that he has not houv<J from 
Young for a weeic. 


"Filipinos, 800 strong, made an at- 


tack on his force, consisting K com- 
pany and 153 sick and footsore men 
53d Infantry, 4 o'clock morning 4th, en- 
tering city iu darkness. Severe street 
fichtingr ensued, continued four hour*. 
Knemy driven out, leaving behind fortv 
dead, thirty-two prisoners, including 
many officers, and eighty-four rifles. 
Now on outskirts entrenching. Parker 
says can hold out indefinitely. Plenty 
ammunition and rations. His loss, six 
enlisted men killed, three wounded. 
One hundred and sixty men now be- 
ing transported from San Fabian to his 
relief.

They relievo, it i* said, in 
cases of rheumatism, and the juice of 
half a one in a cnpfnll of unsweetened 
black eoflee, if taken at the commence- 
ment, will often remove a sick head- 
ache. Fine white sunsir mbed thickly 
with lemon juice is good for a relaxed 
throat, nnd also for 
taking away 


conch. For the laIIor ir may also he 
mixed with equal quanrHies of glycer- 
ine and brandy. 1C nil'bed o\er any 
part suffering from neuralgic puiu>. a 
lemon is said to afford relief: and it 
whitens and softens chapped hands. 
The rind njRcert in a water jug imparts 
n lonifying effect that is \ery bene- 
ficial. 


Appetite that is failing may be 


roused by the juice of half a lemon 
toeing taken in a tnnibler of warm 
water. It is also good to be civeu iu 
tho case of worms: and rubbed ou 
corns will help to make them disap- 
pear, it', of course, whatever tirst 
brought them on, surli a-* titan or ill 
made footgear be discarded. Those 
who suffer from chillblains are advised 
to try the same simple remedy. 


Stains on ivory can be removed by 


its use. as also spots of iron on whiio 
materials: and. iiunlly, half a lemon 
which has been well squeezed, if 
rubbed on brasses, cleans and bright- 
ens them most satisfactorily.
